If  the  weather,  after  sowing,  should  be  dry,  it  will  be  necessary  to  water  the 
places  where  the  seeds  are  sown  with  a fine  rose  watering  pot,  regularly,  but  slightly, 
•very  evening,  as  it  is  essential  that  the  seeds  during  their  process  of  germinatioc 
•hould  be  kept  constantly  moist.  From  a neglect  or  oversight  of  this  arise  most  of  th* 
failures.  As  the  process  of  germination  is  often  slow,  the  patience  is  sorely  tried 
Last  summer  our  Mr.  Carpenter  visited  the  Busch  Gardens  of  Pasadena,  California 
which  contains  the  largest  and  best  collection  of  flowers  in  the  world.

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DESCRIPTION  GRASS  AND  PIEDD  SEEDS. 

EXTRA  FINE  MIXED  LAWN  GRASS  (Central  Park  Mixture) — The  essentials  for 
a fine  lawn  are:  First,  a rich,  well-drained  soil;  second,  careful  preparations  of  th^ 
grround  making-  it  as  fine  and  smooth  and  mellow  as  possible;  third,  a wise  selection  of 
seeds;  fourth,  sowing  at  such  a time  as  to  give  the  young  plants  a chance  to  become 
well  established  before  being  submitted  to  very  dry  or  cold  weather  or  to  the  direct 
rays  of  the  hot  summer  sun.  However,  much  care  is  bestowed  on  the  soil  and  seed 
no  lawn  will  be  beautiful  without  frequent  mowing  and  rolling.  Too  much  care  can- 
not be  bestowed  upon  the  selection  of  the  grasses,  as  some  varieties  are  more  luxuriant 
In  spring,  others  in  summer,  others  again  in  autumn,  and  a combination  of  the  proper 
sorts  is  required  for  a perfect,  carpet-like  lawn.  We  have  given  much  thought  and 
made  many  experiments  to  secure  the  best  selections  and  think  our  Central  Park  Mix- 
ture is  the  best  possible  for  permanent  lawns.  It  may*be  planted  early  in  the  spring 
or  fall  and  should  be  sown  at  the  rate  of  sixty  to  100  pounds  per  acre;  much  more  i» 
required  than  for  hay  or  pasturage.  If  sown  in  the  spring,  sow  as  early  as  possible, 
making  the  surface  very  fine  and  smooth,  then  raking  it  over  and  sowing  seed  jus 
before  a rain,  which,  if  the  surface  has  just  been  raked,  will  cover  the  seed  sufficiently 
(f  the  expected  rain  does  not  come,  cover  by  rolling  with  a light  roller.  For  fall  seed- 
ing, sow  before  the  autumn  rains,  and  early  enough  to  enable  the  young  grass  to  be- 
come well  established  and  before  very  cold  weather,  when  a light  dressing  of  manure 
should  be  given.  One  pound  of  this  mixture  is  sufficient  to  sow  600  square  feet.

This  seed  is  certified  by  the  Agricultural  College,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Agricultural  Agent.  The  farmers  began  growing  pure  Dicklow  three  years  ago.  They 
secured  their  start  of  seed  by  hand  selection  from  their  own  fields.  In  1921  about  3000 
bushels  was  approved  by  County  Agents  as  pure  seed.  In  1922  the  Agricultural  College 
Experiment  Station  sent  an  expert  to  inspect  the  pure  seed  fields  '<’^*hich  were  being 
grown  under  the  Agent’s  supervision.  They  have  made  field  and  laboratory  analysis 
and  their  certification  tag  will  be  attached  to  very  bag.  On  27  farms  where  pure  Dick- 
low  seed  was  planted  by  the  side  of  the  common  wheat  it  showed  an  average  increased 
yield  of  131^  bushels.  (See  County  Agent’s  report,  1922.)  Per  bushel,  $2.00.
